Debate on the suffrage resolution 
occupied virtually the entire morn­ 
ing of the third day of the spe­ 
cial session in the house. 
The lower body dissolved itself 
from the committee of the whole at 
noon and recessed until 1.00 o'clock 
when it was expected the debate 
would be resumed.

Speaker Waldrep in accordance with 
a resolution passed shortly after the 
house was called to order. 
The suffrage ratification resolution 
was scheduled to have its first sen­ 
ate reading this afternoon and sen­ 
ate leaders said if necessary they 
would recess until later in the day 
to give the house time to debate the 
proposition at length.

Even though the farmers owned the factories as some per­ 
sons agitate, they could not pay themselves a greater price 
for beets than would allow th# factory to meet outside com­ 
petition. 
Sugar manufacture now has a good start in the west and 
growers and manufacturers must work in close harmony for 
their own self protection.

An Old Newspaper 
• 
Gives the Account of 
Washington's Death 


A copy of the Ulster County G&- 
zett, published at Kingston, New 
York, was given to a reporter of 
the News this morning by Mise Wil­ 
ma Wood, 501 E. 8th St. The paper 


is dated Saturday, January 4, 1800 
and bears an account of George 
Washington's death which occurred 
December 14th 1799 at Mount Ver- 
Vemon. The paper also contains a 
proclamation issued by John Adams, 
who was then President, on Dec. 22 
1799. 
The column rules were inverted 
mak:ng a macK margin of mourning 
about a quarter of an ^inch wide. 
The paper is old iud torn and yel­ 


low with age. Also the pulp and 
quality of the paper then is mot 
nearly so good aa that used by tho 
newspapers now, reg&rdlesa of tho 
now prevailing high prices and sear- 
city of printing paper. Foreign newa 
then arrived by mail steamer in­ 
stead of the Associated Press 
as 
we now have for the cable had not 
then been lain across the Atlantic. 
The paper is an interesting relle 
of Revolutionary days and is much 
prized by Miss Wood who has had 
the paper handed down to her.

Louis and Chicago. Ip the last 16 
months 300,000 girls have enrolled 
in these cities as members of in­ 
dustrial clubs or have been assist­ 
ed in housing, cafeteria service, edu­ 
cation and recreation.
